will cost $400 to house each onu 
of its soldiers and 
provide the 


buildings and grounds needed to 
trim him and keep him happy. 


That Is the figure to which tho 


cantonment cost breaks down. It 
covers tho per man cost 
ot not 


just barracks, but of a station 
hospital, 
metis 
halls, 
recreation 


buildings and 
grounds, adminis- 


tration 
buildings, 
warehouses 


laundries, 
refrigerating 
plants, 


roads, and, of course, grading a 
drill field. 


It has nothing to do with food. 


William S. Knudsen of the na- 
tional defense commission sagely 
remarked that men in tho service 
eat about the snmo as they do at 
home except that If a man is in 
tho army ho drinks more coffeo 
and if ho Is In tho navy he oats 
more catsup. 


But In these days, army officers 


recognize that it takes more to 
build an army than just feeding 
men and teaching them how to 
march and handle a gun. Twenty 
odd years of working with men in 
the citizen's military training corps 
and the reserve officers training 
corps have given the army a fund 
of information it did not have In 
1917. 


And the War Department wants 


an army that riot only knows how 
to handle arms, but has tho spirit 
to handle them w II, n spirit that 
flows from good health and tho 
conviction that It has something 
worth fighting for. 


General George C. Marshall, tho 


chief of staff, puts it this way:

"Our 
army will be an army of 


citizen soldiers and must be es- 
sentially a democratic 'nstltutlon. 
In a democracy such as ours, mil- 
itary discipline Is attained through 
the exercise of leadership by our 
officers. Our volunteer and select- 
ted service men with the colors 
will quickly realize the necessity 
for the type of military discipline

Gradually, H is dawning upon 


the minds of thoughtful persons, 
even of those who may not be 
classed as moralists or reformers, 
that for twenty-five years human 
society has been getting soft. Its 
muscles of body and mind have 
become flabby, leasure, entertain- 
ment, self-indulgence, have shown 
an enervating effect upon society. 
The cocktail habit has made dls- 
ernible inroads, both economic and 
moral.

er! think) with the futility of 
supporting Great Britain. Those 
things may enter

certainly can't be ruled out. 


I believe he is consolidating his 


winnings on the continent, and 
bidding for moral support, so that 
If he is unable to wrest victory 
from England he can still hold 
th« vast gains he has made by 
conquest. 


If you will consider his opera- 


tion) in the Balkani you will Si:e 
that, as in the case of France 
and Spain, he not only is pre- 
paring bases for possible mllUiry 
operations, but he Is consolidat- 
ing and looking ahead to the fu- 
ture. Long ago he started to drive 
to revive industry and agriculture 
in order to get Europe back on 
1U feet to feed the relch »o that 
it will wax strong. 
It's a collossal idea, as I see It. 


If Hitler can't carry out his dream 
of smashing the British empire, 
he Intends still to be the lord of 
all continental Europe.
